This year we want to impress you particularly with the importance of ordering your roses and fruit 
trees early. If you wait until February or March to make your selections you will find many varieties 
unobtainable. 


According to latest estimates there is in the United States only 35% of a normal crop of roses. This 
means that only one out of three persons will be able to buy the plants he needs. We are fortunate in 
having a good supply, particularly in the popular varieties. However, it will be necessary for us to share 
our stock with smaller nurseries who are not so favorably situated. And, too, many hundreds of folks 
who have not traded with us before will look to us to supply them the roses they are unable to obtain 
through their usual source. 


The fruit tree shortage is probably still more critical than that of roses. Due to the exorbitant prices 
of all fruits the demand for fruit trees has increased several fold over pre-war demand, while the available 
supply is only a fraction of what it was a few years ago. 


This is a serious condition and one which the nursery industry, under present conditions, can do little 
about. You can help by purchasing only what you need and getting it early. 


Now, a few words about our catalogue: Following descriptions of most varieties we try to tell you 
heights plants will grow; locations for planting and approximate frost hardiness. Please understand this 
information is only approximate. Local differences of soil and weather require that we be not too definite. 
We'll be glad to go into details when we see you. 


We have tried to be as accurate in our information as possible. We believe no other nursery catalogue 
has done better. 


You are very busy these days, as is everybody else. If you 
haven’t the time or live too far away to see us often, phone 
or mail your order. We’ll send you the best we have. And in 
sending remittance don’t forget the 242% sales tax.

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FRUIT TREES 


We all realize the importance now of a few fruit trees about the place—their healthful properties, the 
added enjoyment of fruits properly ripened on the trees. Also some of our tastiest varieties are practically 


unobtainable in the markets. 


The shade and ornamental value of evergreen trees such as Avocado and Citrus should not be overlooked. 


If limited for planting space, we can always find room for some of the bush fruits such as Guava, 


Berries and Grapes or possibly a Strawberry bed. 


Artichoke, Rhubarb or Asparagus also may be grown in limited areas. 


CITRUS FRUITS 


Citrus fruit trees may be planted here through the entire year. 


Wrap each tree as soon as planted with a 2-inch-wide strip of burlap (or other coarse material) cov- 
ering the trunk from the soil level to the first branches. 


Plant the tree only to the depth of the soil in the ball or container in which you receive it. 


Trees should be spaced from 16 to 20 feet apart except that dwarf citrus should be planted 6 to 8 


feet apart. 


FOR DELICIOUS DRINKS 


Calamondin. A dense glossy small-leaved citrus shrub that 
produces incredible quantities of small fruit, orange-red with- 
in and without.

SUB-TROPICAL FRUITS 
AVOCADO 


Avocados may be planted throughout the year, however 
the months from February through June are generally prefer- 
able. 


The lower two-thirds of each tree trunk should be wrapped 
with a 2-inch-wide strip of burlap immediately after planting, 
to protect it from the sun. 


Plant trees to the depth of the ball. Space trees from 20 to 
25 feet apart.

Duke. To fill the interim between summer and winter avo- 
cados the Duke is one of the most satisfactory. Green pear- 
shaped fruit of outstanding flavor and quality is borne abun- 
dantly through September and October, The tree is large, 
heavily foliaged and well worth growing for its shade and 
ornamental qualities alone. Frost hardy. 


Fuerte. A tried and true variety through many years. 
Bears heavy crops of large, pear-shaped green fruit that is 
“tops” in flavor and quality. Probably nine-tenths of the 
date winter and spring avocados you buy in the market 
are of this variety. The tree is wide spreading and provides 
a maximum of dense, welcome shade. Hardy to frost. No- 
vember to May. 


Jalna. <A green fruit of average size that matures its 
fruit through November and December. Hardy. 


Middleton. An upright growing tree that comes into 
production when quite young and bears heavy crops of 
medium sized green fruit that will remain on the tree long 
after maturity, Contains more oil than most. varieties. 
October to January. Quite hardy. 


Puebla. Considered by us one of the finest home varie- 
ties. Occasionally during a lengthy cold spell the fruit 
deteriorates. At all other times the small tree bears heavy 
crops of large dark pear-shaped fruit, that in our estima- 
tion is superior in flavor to any other avocado. We have 
two heavy bearing trees. We wouldn't trade them for a 
ranch—not even.a monkey ranch. Hardy to frost. Novem- 
ber to January. 


Rockwood. A tree upright in growth and character. 
Biack, pear-shaped fruit to seven inches in length is ex- 
ceptionally rich in oil content and of rich flavor. Small 
seed. Produces excellent crops when quite young. It’s a 
good one! Hardy to frost. January to June. 


Ryan. We've had many folks ask for a summer Fuerte. 
At first we didn’t understand, but now we get it. The 
Ryan is quite similar in appearance to the Fuerte in form, 
color, and size. Along in May about the time the Fuerte 
is off the market, the Ryan matures and may be picked 
from then until October. The thrifty, spreading tree pro- 
duces heavy crops year after year with consistent regularity. 


FEIJOA 


Pineapple Guava. Coolidge variety. Bears large crops 
of refreshing rich-flavored fruit that is highly desirable for 
preserving or eating out of hand. A single plant will bear sat- 
isfactorily. Forms a shrub of outstanding ornamental value 
in both foliage and bloom.
